Claims 1,3-7,9-11, 13-16, 18-20,22-26 and 28-31 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-20, 22-26 and 28-31 are allowed. No reason for allowance is 
needed as the record is clear in light of applicant's arguments and specification. All applicants' filed IDS 
have been considered and they don't read the claim limitations allowed on October 01, 2009. The closest 
art that examiner found from the IDS is Kon et al (JP 2003-081238). Kon teaches about the secure data 
distribution system through the server to the client terminal if the client terminal can input a password 
corresponding to set of secret level for accessing document. However, Kon does not read the claim 
limitation of this application.
